Airplane to Fly 
1000 Miles An 
Hour Claimed

CLEVELAND, ©O., Noy, 21.—An 
airplane to fly the stratosphere 
and race the sun around the earth 
has been constructed by Dr. Hugo 
Junkers, famous aircraft builder of 
Dessau, Germany, it was revealed 
here Friday. 

The plans, designed to fly 1,000 
| miles an hour, was described by G. 
S. Vonheydekamph, a research en- 
gineer, here to attend a national 
clinic on metals and alloys. He 
recently viewed the new plane at 
the Junkers’ plant. 

He said the craft has the appear- 
ance of the usual low-wing cabin 
monoplane, only that it has an 
exceptionally Jong fuselage. It is an 
all-metal plane, built of duralumin, 

To permit the engine to run in 
the rarified atmosphere at altitude 
of more than seven miles, the air 
is fed to it by a compressor of new 
design.
